REMARKABLE INSTANCE OF COURAGE. 


WHEN the fort of Fefcamp, in France, was taken by 
Byron, from the League, in the garrilon that was turned 
out of it, there was a gentleman called Buif-rofe, a man of 
heart and uf head, who remarked exaétly the place out of 
which he was driven; and taking his precautions deep, 
contrived to get iwo foldiers, whom he had gained, to be 
received into the new garnfon, which was put into Fef. 
| camp by the royalifts, 

That fide of che fort, next the fea, is a perpendicular 
rock, fix hundred feet high, the bottom of which, for 
about the height of twelve feet, is contiavally wathed by 

the fea, except four or five days inthe year, during the ut. 
| molt recefs of the fea, when, for the fpace of three or fon: 
hours, it leaves fificen or twenty fathoms of dry ‘and » 
; the bottom of the rock, Boif-rofe who found it impofii. 
ble by any other way to furprize a garrifon, who guarded 
attentive'y a place lately taken, did not doubt of accom. 
plifhing his defizn, if he could enter by that fide which 
was thought inacceflible, He thought no longer, but how 
to render the thing poflible; and this was the expedition 
be took. 

He had agreed upon a fignal with the two foldiers, and 
one of them wai'ed for it continually upon the top of the 
rock, where he pofted himfelf during the whole time that 
it was low water, Bouif-rofe, taking the opportunity of a 
very dark night. came with fifty :efolute men, chofen from 
amongtt the failors, in two large boats, to the foot of the 
rock, He had provided himfeif with a thick cable, equal 
in length to the heighth of the rock; and tying knots a 
an equal diflance, run fhort fticks through, to ferve io 
fupport them as they climbed up, 

The foldicr, whom he gained, having waited fix months 
for the fignal, no fooner perceived it, than he let downa 
cord from the top of the precipice, to which thofe below 
faftened the cable, by which means it was wound up to 
the top, and made faft to an opening in the battlement 
with a ftrong crow run through an iron ftaple made for 
that purpole. Boif-rofe, giving the lead to two ferjeants, 
whofe courage he was well convinced of, ordered the fifty 
foldiers to mount the ladder in the fame manner, one alter 
another, with their weapons tied round their bodies, him- 
feif bringing up the rear, to take away all hope of return. 
ing, which foon indeed became impoffible ; for before 
they had afcended half-way, the fea rifing more than fix 
feet, carrted off their boats, and fet their cable a-floating, 

The ceceflity of not withdrawing from a difficels enter 
prize is not always a fecurity sgaintt fear, when the danger 
appears almoft inevitable, Ifthe mind reprefents to itfelf 
thefe fifty men fufpended between heaven and earth, in the 
midit of darknefs, trufting their tafety to a machine fo in- 
fecure, that the leaft want of caution, orthe treachery of a 
mercenary foldier, or the flighteft fear might precipitate 
them into the abyfs of the fea, or dafh them againft the 
rocks ; add to this, the noife of the waves, the height of the 
vock, thet: wearinefs, and exhaufted fpirits, it will not ap- 
pear furprizing, that the boldef among them trembled, as, 
in fa&, he who was foremoft did. This ferjeant, telling 
the next man that he could mount no higher, and that his 
heart tailed him. Boii-rofe, to whom this difcourfe pafied 
from mouth to mouth, and who perceiving the truth of it, 
by their advancing no higher, crept over the bodies of thof 
that were before him, advifing each tokeep firm, and got 
up tothe foremoft, whofe {pirits he at firft endeavored ta 
animate; dut finding that gentlenefs would not prevail, he
